Faculty  Member  Terms  Marriage  As  Process 


"Marrying  Takes  A Lifetime"  by 
Dr.  H.  Paul  Le  Maire,  Chairperson 
of  the  Department  of  Religious 
Studies  and  Philosophy  at  Avila, 
takes  a back  to  basics  outlook  on 
marriage. 

This  easy-reading  book  is  divided 
into  chapters,  each  highlighting  an 
aspect  of  marriage.  Various  topics 
included  are  sharing,  time  by  one- 
self, values,  parenting,  money,  and 
the  family  unit. 

Dr.  Le  Maire  describes  marriage 
as  "a  process  of  growth  and  de- 
velopment   People  don't  have 

good  marriages;  they  make  good 
marriages. 


In  going  a step  further  than 
other  self-help  books  that  empha- 
size communication  in  marriage,  Le 
Maire's  book  focuses  on  being 
motivated  to  communicate  and  the 
desire  to  have  a shared  life. 

The  book  promotes  a shared 
marriage  by  a commitment  of  self 
to  the  other;  stressing  values  to  be, 
not  identical,  but  compatible; 
sexual  fidelity,  and  training  for 
parenthood. 

"Rules  for  the  Very  Married" 
and  "Ten  Commandments  for  the 
Very  Married"  capsulize  the  book's 
content  and  give  readers  guidelines 
for  making  a good  marriage. 


Dr.  Le  Maire  attributed  his 
students  at  Avila  as  being  a cata- 
lyst for  him  to  write  the  book.  For 
seven  years  he  has  taught  the 
course  "Love,  Sex  and  Marriage." 

"Marrying  Takes  a Lifetime"  is 
about  200  pages  long  and  may  be 
purchased  for  $5.95  at  the  Avila 
College  Bookstore,  The  Book  Shop 
and  The  Sacristy.
